Originally a volunteer army, it is now 
conscripted on the basis of an age limit 
which is fixed arbitrarily from month 
to month. But this-.conscription is not 
applied to the towns, but only to the 
poor, illiterate peasants who do not 
understand one atom of the whole busi- 
ness. They are without land, without 
food, without warmth and light, and 
when called to the army, which of- 
fers them most of these things, natur- 
ally they go. °*The knowledge of the 
death penalty ordained for. those .who 
desert keeps many of them in it, but 
not all. Dr. Hessen tells-how some 
time ago 3,000 men had to march from 
one of the barracks in Petrograd to 
the railway station. When the detach- 
ment arrived there, there were only 
thirty men left, the rest having deserted 
on the way.

POGROM IN BUENOS AIRES.

Zionists Here Get Report that Many || 


Were Killed on Jan. 9. 


Details of a pogrom in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, on Jan. 9 last, when 
many Jews were killed—the report says 
‘* thousands ”” but this is believed to be 
an exaggeration—have just been reccived 
by the Zionist organization of America, 
according to a statement issued by that 
organization last night. The slaughter 
of the Jews was the result, it is stated, 
of a rumor that a strike was the begin- 
ning of a Bolshevist revolution incited 
by Jews. 

A White Guard was organized, the 
statement says, which raided the Jew- 
igh quarters, killing a number of persons 
that cannot be éstimated because they 
were all Suried In one grave. It adds 
that all the horrors were perpetrated 
with police co-operation. Every person 
who was a Jew or looked like a Jew 
was stopped, brutally beaten, . and 
dragged off to a police station. Young 
and old, men and women, were treated 
alike. 

The excuse given in each case was 
that the Jews were hiding Maximalists 
from the police. Even synagogues were 


raided. 

The report says that the Argentine 
Federation of Zionists caused an end 
to be put to the pogrom by the police, 
after it had been explained that thtre

Witnesses at Court-Martial De- 
clare Captain Was Once in 
Service of Enemy.

Defendant Did Not Show Proper 
Regard for the Service, Said 
Captain Belcher. 


Captain Edwin G. Weisgerber of the 
Gas Service of the United States Army, 
at one time in his career worked for Ger- 
man military authorities, performing ex- 
periments, with high explosives, both in 
Africa and at the Kiel Canal, according 
to testimony brought out by witnesses 
yesterday in: the court-martial of Ca 
tain Weisgerber which is now wmf he d 
in Corbin Hall on Governors Islan 

In answer to a question by the counsel 
for the defense, Major E. Lowry Humes 
of Pittsburgh, Captain Lewis R. Rowell, 
who was téd with Captain Weis- 

erber in experiments at Camp Dix, N. 

» said that his icions had first 
been directed against the loyalty of-the 
latter when he learned that the pam 
ant had “trained with the Germ 
Army.”’ Captain Rowell admitted that 
Captain Weisgerber had never made a 
secret of the fact that at one time he 
was cornected with the armed forces of 





the Ka'tser. 

It was explained later that the German | 
Government had offered Captain Weis- | 
gerber employment when he had first | 
graduated from Heidelberg and he had |

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FURTHER DELAY. 

The censure which has been visited 
upon the Peace Conference for its un- 
conscionable delay in ending the war 
will be redoubled in volume and se- 
verity if the signing of the Treaty is 
put off until May 1 merely for the 
zake of making a comprehensive 
treaty to be signed by all the parties 
te the conflict. There may be good 
teasons for putting the terms of 
peace into one treaty instead of four, 
for preparing an instrument to be 
signed by Germany, Austria, Bulga- 
tia, and Turkey gs parties of the one 
part, and all the nations associated 
in the war against them as parties 
of the other part. But it is prepos- 
terous to assume that the necessary 
changes in the plan would consume a 
month of time; it may be declared 
without hesitation that if a month 
were required, the change in the plan 
would not be worth while. 

The world's quarrel was with Ger- 
frany. She was the instigator and 
first cause-of the outbreak. She is 
‘still the head and front of the enemy 
forces. When we make an end of the 
war withher it will be ended- with 
her allies, for they are minor quan- 
tities. The world is very little con- 
cerned about them. Austria is shorn 
_ané parceled; Bulgaria will have to 
do what is required of her, and Tur- 
key is practically non-existent. And 
with Bulgaria and Turkey the United 
States was not even at war. The 
Conference would arouse the world’ 
indignation, it would .give freer play 
to dangerous forces that have already 
made trouble enough, should it disap- 
point expectation by such an unrea- 
gonable and unjustified postponement 
of peace. 

We fear that the Conference is in 
were need of better information as to 
the present attitude of the peoples of 
the allied nations and of. the United 
States toward it and its deliberations. 
Impatience with the slowness of the 
rregress made in Paris is already 
everywhere manifested; it is grow- 
ing. It is to be feared, moreover, 
that the Conference lacks clear under- 
standing of the political situation of 
the enemy Powers. The Conference 
ought to have knowledge of what is 
going on in Germany, it ought to see 
that évery day and week of delay will 
enable the Germans to put them- 
relves in a position where it will be 
more difficult to enforce the conditions 
of the Treaty. The Hungarian episode 
ought to open Its eyes to what is 
foing on. And all the time the Bol- 
sheviki are profiting by the, indul- 
gence and great,consideration for 
their wishes and feelings exhibited by 
the representatives of some of the na- 
tions at Paris. The world cannot 
with safety put up with any further 
postponement of peace. 


THEATRES OF WAR. 

To Mr. WINsTON SPENCER CHURCH- 
mL things are apt to seem very dark 
or very bright, and perhaps most often 
very dark, particularly when he is 
defending a bill in the House of Com- 
mons.

It is a little more than fifty years 
since Tomas A. JENcCKzs of Rhode 
Island meade a report in the House of 
Representatives recommending that 
the merit system be established in the 
Federal civil service. That memorable 
pioneer of civil service reform was far 
in advance of most of the politicians 
of his time. The fruit of his labors 
ripened slowly at first, in later years 
rapidly. Among the many extensions 
of civil service reform, President 
WIvso0n’s executive order in regard to 
first-class Postmasterships was one 
of the most striking. Second and 
third class Postmasterships were torn 
from the spoilamen, not without great 
foaming at the mouth, and gnashing 
of the teeth; but, surely, a big, fat 
first-clas¢ Postmastership was, is, and 
ever should be awarded on rigidly 
political grounds. Yet a Washington 
dispatch to The Boston Transcript tells

“* master at Boston have filed their 
‘* applications with the Civil Service

“THE PRICE OF COAL. 
Pennsylvania ig answering its own 
question as to why the price of coal 
is risifig when it should fall. There is 
now before the Legislature of that 
leading coal State a bill proposing a 


hard or soft. It is Pennsylvania's way 
to put on a tax when the price is high 
enough to make it worth while, 
and the State learns by experience. 
The previous Pennsylvania tax was | 
quashed for more reasons than can 
be given here, but mention may be 
made of those which the pending bill 
proposes to meet. 

The earlier tax was discriminatory 
between anthracite and bituminous, so 
this bill taxes all coal. The earlier 
tax was ig the nature of an export 
tax, which is unconstitutional. There- 
fore, this tax is levied in language as- 
serting that the tax is for intrastate 
purposes. The earlier tax was allotted 
to the counties producing the coal 
taxed in proportions which were dis- 
crimimatory toward other counties, 80 
this tax is a State tax only. This in- 
terests chiefly lawyers, but consumers 
can be sure that their experience will | 








be similar, whatever the fate of the tax. | 
The earlier tax was about a nickel, so} 
the wholesalers added a dime to the! 
price and the retailers added a quar- 
ter. Millions were collected frem con- 
sumers, thousands’ were patd to the 
State, and nothing worth mention was} 
ever refunded to those whe paid the | 
unlawful demand. 

West Virginia is another coat State 
which is answering in the Pennsyl- 
vania manner the question about why 
coal'is dearer. It ts considering a law 
that nobody; shall mine coal--without 
a Heense, and that the fee shall be 
proportioned to the production. A 
Philadelphia lawyer might see the dif- 
ference between this license fee and a 
tax on production, the most discourag- 
ing tax known to economists. \ West 
Virginia also is_considering- a tax on 
coal substitutes, gas and oil. This is 
not to be an export tax, but is propor- 
tioned to the distance the commodities 
are transported. After the tax at the 
border ts paid there ts discou ent 
enough tp transportation to keep the 
fuels near where they are produced 
and cheapen them to consumers there 
at least. Returns from other fuel- 
producing States will. be awaited with 
curfosity regarding their ingenuity in 
meeting the objections to raising the 
price of this necessary of life and in- 
dustry. 

Coal prices are officially regulated 
and certified reasonable until condi- 
tions shall change. The prosecution 
of the Coal Trust conspirators resulted 
in the decision on highest’ authority 
that there were six coal monopolies, 
which is absurd, at least as ‘absurd as 
the prosecution i with such a re- 
sult.

MAGYARS ALWAYS. 

It hardly needed a dispatch from 
Prague to tell us that the late and 
present bedevilments in Budapest 
were staged long ago by Count Ka- 
ro.trr. A Magyar magnate remains a 
Magyar magnate, however he dis- 
guises himself and whatever demo- 
cratic, proletarian, or Bolshevikian 
decoys he finds it necessary to set up 
in his business. Not much more than 
a year ago it was the admitted policy 
of the Magyars forcibly to expropriate 
the lands of the then subject races. 
The Minister of Agriculture declared 
that the soil of the most productive 
districts of Southern Hungary ‘‘ wa 
‘in the hands of @ population by/no 
‘means reliable. The soil of these

** fidence.’ The Czechs in the Austrian 
Parliament: protested. A Budapest 
paper calmly reminded them of the

BY SURRENDER? 

The Lendon Daily News speaks for 
a considerable body of opinion when 
it blames the Hungarian outbreak on 
‘* the failure of the Allies to provide 
‘‘the Central Powers with food and 
‘¢ raw matertals,** and our destre for 
** territorial spoliation.*” This natu- 
rally appeals toe all the pacifists and 
Laodiceans, both here and abroad. It 
is-also the view of Magyars and Ger- 


| mans, the former inaisting that their 


territory should be left intact, the lat- 
ter acclatming a Ministerial declara- 


|tion that not one inch of German 


soil is to be given up. It has also 
found support in certain quarters in 
this country which would hardly be 
expected to held such views, wheré 
there is denunciatfon of our “ im- 
perialism ’’ in occupying territory be- 
longing to the Magyar State but tn- 
habited by peoples who have hailed 
allied’ victory as liberation from a 
hated rule. 

The suggested remedy is a simple 
one. Let us surrender to the enemy 
who so lately surrendered to us. Let 
us feed our enemies while our friends 
starve. Let us supply raw material 
to German factories before we con- 
gider the factories ‘ef Belgium and 
Bohemia. Let us break our promises 
to the Czechoslevaks, the Jugoslavs,

Let us set up again the old 
Central European system and give it 
as much food and raw material as it 
needs to regain its former strength. 
Let us forget why five millien men 
gave up their lives, and give the 
enemy anything he may ask as the 
price of letting us alone. 

It is an alturing program, one 
which naturally falls in with the views 
of those who would have had us ignore 
German acts of war against the United 
States in 1917. One may he surprised 
at some of the supporters which if has 
won, but it ought to appeal to all 
pacifists and pro-Germans.

J. Frederic Bloch, a member of the 
French High Commission, arrived 
this country yesterday after an absence 
of several months. M. Bloch was in- 
clined to lay less stress on the. curtail- 
ment of unnecessary imports into 
France as a reason for the withdrawal 
of support for French exchange, and ap- 
peared to’ be less optimistic than some 
others who have recently commented 
upon the situation.-- He spoke of the ne- 
cessity for crédits, but stated that he 
knew of none being negotiated now. He 


+ believes that the recent shift in the ex- 


change market means that from now on 
private bankers will play a more im- 
portant part in international finance, 
and that Governments will gradually 
witharaw. 
Speaking of possible indemnities, M. 
Bloch referred to the return of machin- 
ery stolen from France. This and the 
return of German maciinery to replace 
French machinery destroyed, he said, 
were very necessary. in this respect the 
Commissioner- agrees with ail other 
Frenchmen who have expressed them- 
selves recently. The indemnity in 
kind *’ idea appears to be very popular 
with these men. 

efure France can say definitely just 
what she needs, M. Bloch continued, it 
will be necessary to make a comp.ete 
survey of the French industrial and 
commercial situation. Turning © war 
factories into peace factories is already 
in progress. It is likely, he thinks, that 
a great deal of the American Army 
equipment now in France, including a 
quantity of railroad equipment, will be 
purchased by the French, either by the 
Government or by private concerns. 
From another source it was learned 
yesterday tnat the amount of sterling 
exchange which J. P. Morgan & Co. 
purchased for the account of Great Brit- 
ain during the period in which the firm, 
acting as British agents, stabilized 
sterling, which was from early in 1915 
until last week, was close to $4,000,- 
000,000. This was actually purchased 
by the firm's foreign exchange man- 
ager. On several occasions, it was said, 
the Morgan firm took more than $20, - 
000,000 in a single day. On last Thurs- 
day, the day it wus decided to with- 
draw support, it was said in exchange 
circles that the firm had been a heavy 
buyer all through the morning.

HINES PROMISES __ 
10 IMPROVE ROADS 


Railway Corporations to Deter- 
mine if They Will Assent 
to Program. 


THEY MUST FINANCE WORK 


‘| Director General at Pittsburgh in- 


dorses Private Ownership Unde r 
Government Supervision. 


PITTSBURGH, March 26:—Despite the 
finantial predicament of : the’ railroads, 
the Railroad Administration plans to 
carry out as much of its improvement 
program as possible to keep labor em- 
ployed and roads in repair,, Walker D. 
Hines, ‘Director’ General of Railroads, 
declared in an address tonight before 
the Pittsburgh Traffic Club. ‘He ask 
for a more adequate understanding on 
the part of the public of the problems 
facing the railroads in the immediate} 
future, and presented suggestions ‘for 
operating roads privately under. public 
regulation as a permanent solution. He 
emphasized that the ability of the Rail- 
road Administration to finance itself 
in spite of the failure of its appropria- 
tion did not mean that it would not need 
the appropriation as soon as Congress 
met again. : 
°‘*nfortunately the magrepmice has 
one out,’’ Mr. Hines Ba that the 

ailroad Administration has decided to 
cut off all improvement. work, including 
additions and betterments, and malnte- 
nance. This is not a fact. What has 
happened is that we are taking steps to 
give the railroad corporations full op- 
portunity to determine -whether they 
should assent to the work which they 
must finance. It is the intention. of the 
Railroad Administration to car ior- 
ward just as much additions and better- 
ments and mainténanee work “as pos- 
sible in order that labor may not be 
| thrown out of employment unnecessarily, 
|and in order that the railroads be kept 
| in good ae oa and extended to meet. the 
| needs of the situation.”’ 

Proposing eventual private operation 
ee Gov ernment, supervision, Mr. Hines 
j sa 

““My own yiew is that a- moderate 
; guaranty of | capital should be - pre- 
| scribed (by the Government) so as to 
| give a reasonable assurance to capital, 
and that there should. be a right to a 
partieeges in-any.profits made. in*ex- 
cess that guaranty so as to furaish 
the needed stimulus to ee initiative. 

“I further believe that the Govern- 
ment should be strongly represented on 
the Boards of Diréctors, arid that these 
‘Government Directors should constitute 
an important part of the regulating body 
which prescribes the rates, sa that this 
regulating body will know as necessi- 
ties develop that the necessities are de- 
veloping and-will be able to meet:>the 
needs of the situation much more nearly 
at the time, the needs arise than is pos- 
sible at present. 

‘*I do not believe these fundamental 
changes can be successfully carried 
through except by the construction of 

a comparatively few great railroad cor- 
portions. each of which will so com- 
bine the prosperous: and unprosperous 
roads as to present a fair average re- 
sult and get away from the hopeless 
diversity of earnings which has existed 
in the past; and upon each of which 
it will be practicable to have ample 
Government representation.”’

Predictions Are Coming True. 


Predictions made in ‘certain quarters 
of the local market for unfinished cot- 
tons, to the éffect that the current buy- 
ing movement would not last much 
longer, are in a fair way of coming true. 
Much. of the trading that. has been 
going on fn the last two weeks or: so 
was, it was contended, more or less 
speculative in character, and that, there- 
fore; the advances in prices that. it 
brought about could not be sustained. 
That a was speculative = is 
said to be proved by the fact that, as 
soon as the demand slowed down, sec- 
ond hands at once began to throw goods 
on the market at concessions. The ac- 
tion ‘of: certain first hands yesterday in 
meeting resale prices, without the usual 
attempts to keep the market from break- 
ing, is regarded as further proof that 
the ‘‘boom’’ was not based on any- 
thing substantial. 


Clothiers’ Bulletin to Trade. 


The National Association of Clothiers 
yesterday mailed a bulletin to over 15,- 
000 merchants throughout -the country 
ealling attention to conditions in the 
clothing industry and the necessity of 
completing orders for the Fall season 
as soon as possible. It is pointed out 
that the mills are 60 days late in open- 
ing their lines and that manufacturing 
and selling must be rushed if the mer- 
chandise is to be placed before the con- 
sumer in regular season. Every indica- 
tion is, the bulletin states, that the con- 
sumer demand will be normal or ahead 
of normal and those Peanlere will suffer 
who have not the goods when they are 
wanted. Over-conservatism is descried. 


Men’s Jewelry Selling Better. 

With the increasing demobilization of 
men in service on both sides of the At- 
lantic there has come a corresponding 
increase in the demand for men’s jewel- 
ry of various kinds.
